New York, October 22.—In an investi- 
gation here of the activities of alleged 
“coffin ghouls,” the federal authorities 
today caused the arrest of two under- 
takers on charges of attempting to de- 
fraud the government. 

The undertakers, it is alleged, by rep- 
resenting to relatives of dead soldiers 
that the government ocoffins in which 
the bodies were shipped home were 
“cheap pine boxes,” secured orders for 
expensive caskets and then appropriated 
iue government coffins, in some cases 
reselling them to the government. The 


“cheap go boxes” cost the govern- 
ment $36 each. 

The “coffin ghouls” are said to have 
reaped a rich harvest since the Spanish 
influenza began taking its toll.in the 
training camps, and several more un- 
dertakers are said to be under investi- 
gation here.

Marshals Foch, Joffre and 
Haig and Generals Petain, 
Diaz, Gillian and Pershing 
Are Named. 


Washington, October 22.—Marshals 
Foch, Joffre and Haig, and @enerals 
Petain, Diaz, Pershing and Gillian, 
chief of staff of the Belgian army, 
were awarded the distinguished serv- 
ice medal today by President Wilson, 
acting as commander-in-chief of the 
United States army. 

General Pershing was directed to 
Secretary Baker to act as President 
Wilson’s representative in presenting 
the medals to the military leaders of 
the allies and to express to them the 
high regard of the people of the United 
States and of the American army for 
the distinguished and patriotic service 
they have rendered in the common 
cause. 

General Tasker H. Bliss, former chief 
of staff, and now assigned to the in- 
ter-allied war council, will represent 
the president in presenting the medal 
to General Pershing.

PEAGHTREE OPEN 
10 TRAFFIC SOON 


Captain Neel Makes Report 
on Necessary Work to Be 


Done Between Porter | 


Place and Pine Street. 


A report of just what necessary pav- 
ing there is to be done on Peachtree 
; between Porter place and Pine street, 
‘was made to H. L. Collier, chief of con- 
' struction, Tuesday by Captain W. R. 
|Neel, state highway engineer, who is 
|representing the government in con- 
serving highways and paving materials. 

Captain Neel has just been given his 
commission as an engineer in the army 
after having been state highway com- 
missioner for about two years. He will 
leave shortly to take up his new-duties 
and will be succeeded by his assistant, 
Mr. Boyd. 

His work here for some time has been 
that of a consulting engineer for pub- 
lic or private enterprises wishing to 
make changes or expansion in construc- 
»tion, and advising them in behalf of 
the government as to how they may 
conserve labor, cement, asphalt and 
freight in sand and stone. 

Some Paving Alright. 

There are certain places on Peachtree 
between Porter place and Pine street 
where the asphalt is in perfect condition 
and will not be disturbed. Already 
about 100 feet of paving has been dug 
up on this strip and the work will be 
carried on at once. 

There will be no widening of the 
atreet here, and hence the disorder will 
not last so long. The cars will not be 
stopped altogether while the work is 
going on, but will probably be forced to 
run on one track for a time, Mr. Col- 
lier says, which is better than could be 
done for Peachtree between Baker and 
Porter place, where work is now under 
| process of reconstruction. 

If you have been wondering and ask- 
ing everybody you were with when 
you had to turn out of Peachtree ar 
one of these points, when in the world 
Peachtree would be open for visitors 
again, the answer, according to Mr. Col- 
lier is, in about ten days. 

It will probably be a relief to you to 
know why it must take such a long 
time to redress those few blocks, in 
spite of the best efforts of the con- 
struction department. 

Causes of Delay. 

Of course, the shortage of labor has 
something to do with it, but there are 
delays beyond all troubles of this kind. 
Listen to the story of a repaving as 
told by Mr. Collier and you will have 
more patience with torn-up streets. 

First, workmen must tear up the old 
pavement, which takes fully as long, as 
making a new one. After this is done 
the water department, the gas, steam 
heating and telephone companies, the 
Western Union and the sewer plumbers 
must have their turn at the open street. 
Each of theBe companies or departments 
look after their pipes, and in most in- 
stances they put in new pipes. There 
ig usually a pipe for each of these uses 
for every twenty-five feet. 

When the various underground dis- 
turbers have done their worst then the 
street is turned over to the street car 
company, which puts down the concrete 
and rebuild their track, using new rails 
and new crossties. 

It is necessary to exclude traffic frem 
this concrete for ten days or two 
weeks, in order that it may thoroughly 
dry, though the .construction depart- 
ment can follow up a little closer with

Although the progress of the allied 
| forces in Belgian and French Flanders 
{has slowed up somewhat in the face of 
the stiffening of the lines of rear 
guards aiding the retreat of the Ger- 
man armies, appreciable gains have 
been made, some of them of much im- 
portance. 

Hollain and Bruyelles, on the Scheldt, 
south of Tournai, are now in the hands 
of the British, and north of Tournai 
the village of Froyenne has been clear- 
ed of the enemy, who is withdrawing 
toward the Scheldt. There has been 
sharp fighting for the crossings of this 
waterway at Pont-a-Chin, the Germans 
are battling hard to keep the allies 
from outflanking Tournai on the north. 


GERMANS MASSED 


BEHIND SCHELDT. 

Behind the Scheldt the Germans are 
massed in strength; their machine guns 
on the east bank are active and are re- 
ceiving the support of artillery and 
trench mortars. 

In the northern battle area the Bel- 
gians have reached the Lys canal along 
their entire front, and have captured 
a bridgehead with numbers of enemy 
west of Moorendre. 

‘An item of great interest appears in 
the latest announcement by the French 
war office concerning operations along 
the Aisne. It says: 

“The Czecho-Slavs with us retook the 
village of Terren.”’ 

The French are still moving actively 
to the north of Laon and have now the 
occupation of Chalandry and Grandlup. 
To the southwest of Ghent they are 
firmly established on the east bank of 
the Lys river, having made crossings at 
several points, against which the enemy 
resisted with determination. 

Around Le Cateau, where Americans 
are fighting with the British fourth 
army, activity has diminished greatly. 
The same is true of the American sec- 
tor northwest of Verdun, where the 
chief activity of the enemy has been 
the shelling of the American lines with 
mustard gas and other gas shells, and 
an air raid, which came near to achiev- 
ing the destruction of an American base 
hospital. 


FRENCH TROOPS 
MAKING A DRIVE 
TO CAPTURE GHENT 


British Headquarters in Belgium, Oc- 
tober 22. — (Reuter’s.) — Strong French 
forces attacked this morning on the 
center of the allied front in Belgium 
and are reported to be making excel- 
lent progress in the direction of Chent.

Enemy Aviators in Great’ 
Force Raid Areas Behind; 
Lines — Red Cross Nurse 
Blown From Bed. 


With the American Army Northwest 
of Verdun, October 22.—(By A. P.)— 
In retaliation for the destruction 
wrought by American bombing planes 
within the enemy’s lines recently, Ger- 
man aviators last night raided the 
American front and back areas in the 
largest force since the American offen- 
sive began on the Meuse and in the 
Argonne. In addition to attacking the 
infantry, the Germans bombed the re- 
gion around Clermont, Montfaucon and 
Rarecourt. 

Four bombs were dropped near the 
American hospital in the neighborhood 
of Rarecourt, one of the bombs tear- 
ing down an outbuilding. The glass 
ends of four former French barracks, 
now used by the Americans as hos- 
pital wards, were shattered. 

A Red Cross nurse, Margery Saw- 
yer, of Buffalo, N. Y., was blown from 
her bed, but was not injured. All the 
patients were taken to dug-outs, none 
of them being injured. Another Red 
Cross nurse, Mabel Butler, of New Ha- 
ven, Conn., was in the same building 
with Miss Sawyer, but was not hurt. 
Both of them immediately went to the 
aid of the patients. 

When the first bomb fell the hospital 
attendants gave their first attention 
to their charges, leading or carrying 
them to shelter. Rocks thrown up 
where this bamb. struck broke the win- 
dows in the southern end of the build- 
ing. Ten other bombs were planted

Daniels Asks $600,000,000, 
for 10 Super-dreadnaughts, 
6 Battle Cruisers and 140

Washington, October. 22.—Congress 
has been asked by the navy department 
to authorize a second three-year naval 
building program to provide ten addi-| 


tional super-dreadnaughts, six battle 


cruisers and 140 smaller vessels at a 
cost of $600,000,000. This was disclosed 
tonight by Secretary Daniels after his 
appearance before the house naval com- 


mittee to explain the appropriation. 

This appropriation is asked for the 
next fiscal year — is in addition to 
the 156 maval vesséls comprising ented 
first three-year building program au-/| 
thorized in 1916 and the great number. 
of new destroyers and other special : 
types contracted for since the United 
States entered the war. Work on the} 
first three-year program was delayed| 
by the war, but congress has required 
that a start must be’ made on all the 
vessels before next July l. 

Including the $600,000,000 for the 
three-year program, Secretary Daniels 
said the total estimates of the depart- 
ment for ship construction, including! 
armor and armament, amount this year 
to $972,090,000. Only $200,000,000 of the 
$600,000,000 will be made available next 
year for construction work on the 
three-year program, but in addition 
$372,090,000 is asked for completing ves- 
sels already authorized.

Washington, October 232.—The pre- 
vailing belief here tonight is that any 
action President Wilson may take as a 
result of the new German note will await 
and largely be guided by a decision of 
the supreme war council in France. 

Shrewd diplomatic observers and 
some officials take this view, though 
no nitimation of his own attitude has 
come from the president, because ad- 
mittedly the one question immediately 
at issue is a military problem—that of 
the evacuation of invaded territory by 
the German armies, as the only condi- 
tion upon which the plea for an armis- 
tice evan will be given consideratjon. 

Germans Evacuating Rapidly. 

The Germans now are evacuating 
Belgium and northern France as rapidly 
as they can move, before the sweep of 
the allied and American soldiers, and 
still maintain their organization. Since 
the government at Berlin says they want 
to get out without further fighting, ap- 
parently, the issue is one for the allied 
war council to determine—whether it 
shall be suggested through President 
Wilson, that General Foch be applied to 
for terms, or whether, without further 
diplomatic parley, the approach of a 
white flag from the German lines shal! 
be awaited. 

Te offiical text of the German note 
reached the Swiss legation here by ca- 
ble early today, but it was not delivered 
at the state department because the en- 
tire day was spent at the legation on 
the tedious task of decoding the docu- 
ment and preparing an English transla- 
tion of the German text. The ransla- 
tion was made with the greatest care 
by Frederick Oederlin, the Swiss charge, 
because there are obscure phrases in 
the unoffiical version received yester- 
day by wireless, which may be cleared 
up by amore accurate rendering of the 
German. When the charge’s work wae 
done, Secretary Lansing had left his 
office,and an engagement was made for 
delivery of the note at 10 o’clock to- 
morrow morning.

It seems that both the allies and 
Germany — the lesser central 
powers as virtually out of the war, 
though the forces working within 
their borders have a little more to 
do before surrender comes. 

Senator Lodge, republican leader 
and ranking minority member of the 
foreign relations committee, issued a 
statement during the day denouncing 
the German note as another poorly 
laid trap and reiterating his opinion 
that only one demand should be made 
by the president—‘“unconditional sur- 
render.” The belief that no trap will 
succeed was reiterated everywhere, 
Almost the one thing stated and re- 
eated on authority is that there will 
be no relaxation of the great forward 
movement of the allied and American 
armies nor any abstension from attach 
upon the retreating foe except upon 
the terms of the allied and American 
millitary leaders. Terms of evacua- 
tion, it is pointed out, necessarily 
would be vyirtually the terms of an 
armistice, and in the opinion of mili- 
tary men would include breaking of 
the German.war machine as an armed 
force and the occupation by the Amer- 
jeans and the allies cf such stratecte 
Tines and strongholds as General Foch 
might deem necessary. 


CLUMSY TRAP, 


SAYS LODGE. 

Washington, October 32.——Senator 
Ledge, republican leader and member 
of the senate foreign relations commit- 
tee, in a statement today branded Ger- 
many’s latest note as a “clumsy trap, 
awkwardly set, to involve us in diplo- 
matic discussions,” and said if it is an- 
gswered at all, it should be with de- 
mands only for unconditional surrender.

Senator Lodge, “‘that any one should be 
taken in by the last German note. It 
isevarnished over with a little false 
flattery, directed to the president and 
the people of the United States, which 
can deceive no one. In other respects 
it is a clumsy trap, awkwardly set, to 
involve us in diplomatic discussions—of 
all things to be avoided at this moment. 
It will not bear the slightest analysis. 

“They desire to discuss details. What 
they call details are the vital issues of 
the war. No attention need be given to 
. their denial of illegal and inhuman ac- 
tions. Only a day or two ago they 
took 15,000 women and giris out of 
IAlie when they abandoned that city. Is 
that a ~ peat gf A act, in accordance with 
international law? They wish to refer 
the destruction of our women and chil- 
dren on the Lusitania to a neutral com- 
mission. The American people do not 
intend to have the decision of any com- 
mission on such a question as that. 
The American people have not forgot- 
ten the direction of the German min- 
ister at Buenos Aires to ‘sink and leave 
no trace.’ 

"There is something repulsive in hav- 
ing the invaders of Belgium and the 
makers of the villainous peace which

CONCRETE SHIP FAITH

New York, October 22.-—The con- 
crete ship Faith, first of its type built 
for ocean cargo carrying and hailing 
from San Francisco, has arrived safely 
at a gulf port, according to word re- 
ceived by agents of her owners here. 
The vessel, after carrying 2,000,000 
feet of lumber from California to 
Chile, took on a load of 4,000 tons of 
nitreye and came through the Panama 
canal.

New York, October 22.—Fifty more of 
the 234 New York butchers charged 
with profiteering in the sale of lamb 
appeared today for trial before the 
federal food board.

The 
government has not considered the re- 
ply in detail, although Premier Lloyd 
George “and his colleagues held pro- 
tracted deliberations today. 

Henry M. Hyndman, leader of the 
British socialists, said: 

“The reply is simply another piece 
of shuffling. I hope Presidert Wilson 
will answer it very abruptly and brief- 
ly. At any rate he has given Empe- 
ror William an opportunity to say that 
he and his people are one in the same 
sort of duplicity and treachery to 
which we have been treated through- 
out the war. 

‘If President Wilson were to accept 
this reply as a basis for negotiation, 


in my opinion, he would simply be sac- 
rificing the dignity of the position 
which he has worthily gained.’ 


What Does Phrase Mean. 


Frederick George Kelloway, parlia- 
wmentary secretary to the ministry of 
‘munitions, said: 

“The note says that evacuation and 
armistice must be based on the actual 
standard of power on both sides in the 
field. Does that phrase cover relative 
strength at sea, relative strengh in 
production of guns, shells, airplanes 
and material? If not why are they 
ruled out?’ 

“Only our leaders, Premier Lloyd 
George, Premier Clemmenceau and 
President Wilson, on the political 
side, and Marshal Foch, Field Marshal 
Haig and General Pershing on the mil- 
itary side, can say ifthe note means 
that Germany is at last prepared to 
face the facts and draw the inevitable 
conclusions. 

“For the rest of us our duty ts plain. 
It is to go on producing munitions or 
fighting as if it were at the begin- 
ning of the war rather than approach- 
ing the inevitable end. The way to 
make an early peace is to be ready 
for a long war.” 

e view of the German reply to 
President Wilson held by military cir-

What Germans Assume. 


It has been learned by Reuters lim- 
ited that the view held in authorita- 
tive quarters regarding the situation 
arising out of the German reply to 
President Wilson’s note is as follows: 

“The German note assumes that the 
president only demanded the evacua- 
tion of occupied territory and the Ger- 
mans are still proceeding on that as- 
sumption. But that is not so, and this 
point should be made quite clear. 

Freedom of the seas, as understood 
by the Germans, cannot be accepted 
by Great Britain at all. Thera are 
various other naval questions repujr- 
ing elucidation. Other points which 
have not yet been touched upon in- 
clude question of indemnities and rep- 
arations. 

With reference to the paragraph in 
the German note denying that the Ger- 
man navy in sinking ships ever pur- 
posely destroyed lifeboats with their 
passengers, it is pointed out in, gov- 
ernment circles that many cases could 
be quoted in reply to this denial. Two 
recent cases are the Liandovery Cas- 
tle, the Canadian hospital ship sunk 
in the Atlantic, and the French steam- 
er Lydiana sunk off the north coast of 
Spain July 16. 

The Liandovery Castle was torpedoed 
and sunk off the Irish coast on the 
night of June 27, while returning from 
Halifax with no wounded aboard. The 
vessel carried 256 persons, including 
fourteen female nurses, and only twen- 
ty-four were saved. The German sub- 
marine made no effort to aid the sur- 
vivors and even tried to sink at least 
one of the lifeboats. 

After the Lydiana had been torpe- 
doed two whale boats and a raft were 
lowered. The German submarine ram- 
med both boats, cutting them in two. 
After several fruitless attempts, the 
submarine succeeded in sinking the 
raft and then disappeared without 
helping the survivors. Nine men of 
the crew of forty-two were picked up 
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later, having clung to w for~ 
more than a day. e second engineer 
of the Lydiana reported that the crew 
of the submarine had laughed at him 
when he accused them of deliberately 
trying to kill all on board the steamer. 


WITH DISTRUST : 
AND IMPATIENCE. |

The Daily News, after suggesting 
that Germany may only be playing for 
time and keeping negotiations going 
in order to placate Austria and with- 
draw her armies to a new defensive 
position, says: 

“The duty of the allies is to be. 
armed for any emergency and it is 
urgently necessary to co-ordinate the 
political front.” 

It advises the British government 
to back up President Wilson’s prog- 
ress, some points of which it thinks, 
need elucidation, such as freedon of 
the seas. But it is convinced that “the 
fundamental basis of a just peace is 
there.”’ 

The German reply means that the 
German armies are to march home 
with their munitions, ready to fight 
another day, says the Morning Post. 
“The Germans brazenly suggest a 
neutral inquiry into outrages. The al- 
lies can see this business through 
without any neutral arbitration. They 
have suffered longer experiences from 
the Germans than the United States 
and may be permitted to say they are 
absolutely convinced that to talk to 
the German until he is defeated and 
disarmed is absolutely useless.” 

“A monument of insincerity’ is the 
way the Times characterizes the Ger- 
man reply. It brusquely waives a de- 
tailed examination of the note, say- 
ing that the only important considera- 
is whether Germany intends to 
accept an armistice in accordance with 
the method defined by President Wil- 
son.”

TO DRAW DECLARATION 


Washington, October 22,—Meeting in 
Independence hall, Philadelphia, Friday 
and Saturday, representatives of sixty- 
five million people of the oppressed na- 
tionalities of central Europe will draw 
up a joint declaration of the independ- 
ence of their peoples from the domina- 
tion of the Teutonic nations. Delegates 
to the conference called upon the invi- 
tation of the mayor of Philadelphia and 
the patriotic societies of America left 
Washington today. 

Professor T. G. Masaryk, prime minis- 
ter of the newly recognized Czecho- 
Slovak republic, will preside at the 
conference. Other nationalities to be 
represented include the Jugo-Slavs, 
Poles, Italian Irredentists, Ukrainians, 
Lithunians, Rumaniang and Reuthan- 
lans. 
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QUIBBLING GAME 


That Is Opinion of French 
Press of Reply to Wilson. 
No Desire to Meet Allied 


Terms. : 


Paris, October 22.—The German re- 
ly to President Wilson was received 
ere too late for the afternoon papers, 
but was eagerly discussed in officjal 
circles and in parliament. Among dep- 
uties of all shades of opinion, the im- 


betrayed more than previous communi- 
cations the state of depression and 
the demoralization of the German peo- 
ple as the result of the allies’ victories. 

As a whole the note is found to be 
equivocal and torturous, and platitudi- 
nously phrased to leave the door open 
for all sorts of quibbling. Nowhere is 
there evidence in the reply of a genuine 
desire to accept the only way in which 
peace can be concluded, according to 
expression of opinion here. On the 
contrary, all that is apparent is the 
urgent desire of the general staff to 
get an armistice at any price in order to 
reorganize its reserves of men and ma- 
terial. Therefore, it is generally be- 
lieved that the reply is not likely to be 
considered at Washington. 

The Figaro says that the men who 
combined to write the reply to President 
Wilson have “translated the anguish, 
disarray and powerless anger of the 
people in whose name they pretend to 
speak,” 

“The German note is a typical docu- 


ment,” says The Matin. “In it are ex- 
pressed the sentiments of a barbarous | 
people who failed in a foray. There 
isnota word inthe note which reveals 
that stoical strength of which France 
and other nations have so often given, 
proof in misfortune.

The Germans are hoping, by their 
discussins of an armistice, to substitute 
General Pershing for Marshal Foch as 
the military leader who will state the 
terms, The Petit Journal says. It re- 
marks that only the supreme command- 
er has the right to lay down the con- 
ditions of an armistice. 

The announced concessions respect- 
ing submarine warfare are merely pre- 
tense, The Petit Journal continues, in- 
asmuch as the subDmarine campaign is 
a definite failure, particularly in view 
of the loss of Ostend and Zebrugge. 

‘The most general comment in the 
press upon the German reply is that 
the enemy is attempting to escape an 
admission of defeat by causing pacifist 
agitations in entente countries. With 
this end in view the German wireless is 
sending out fantastic stories of pacifist 
manifestations in important French 
cities and of imminent strikes. 


Military Chiefa Must Decide. 


In discussing the German reply to 
President Wilson, The Temps says: 

“Now, more than ever the decision 
must be with the military and naval 
chiefs of our alliance. To make the 
French public believe that Germany 
yields and to insinuate that peace is 
coming along the pathway of least 
effort is an outrage to truth and an 
ill service to the country. There is 
only one way to spare French blood 
and that is to refuse the enemy until 
he capitulates. <A respite in the fight- 
ing would give Ludendorff time in 
which to recover.” 

The Temps reviews the German note 
and points out that it contains no word 
of apology for crimes committed. The 
note, it says, is composed of two parts. 
One part, which is short, carries the 
need of the general staff for a respite 
from fighting. The other, is 
verbose, answers the need of the Ger- 
man government for sustaining hope 
in Germany.

New York, October 22.—(Special.)—

demnity for what she has done, or for 
what she has taken from her enemies. 

It is a mistake to think of the Ger- 
man armies ag routed or ag incapable 
of making a long resistance. Never 
in all military history has a com- 
plex and enormous retreat been car- 
ried on after a decisive defeat with 
more skill or greater success than has 
been the German retreat up to the pres- 
emt hour, and there is every prospect 
now that the Germans will be able to 
get behind the Meuse river and stand 
on a shorter line, with a good chance 
of holding up allied pursuit there un- 
til the campaign of 1919. 

Home Front Worries Germans, 


What the German ig now concerned 
about primarily is his home front. 
What he is mainly anxious to attack 
is the home front of his enemies. He 
desires to convince the German people 
that a prolongation of the war .is in- 
evitable, because the enemy insists upon 
the return of Alsace-Lorraine to France, 
the liberation of Prussian Poland and 
the payment of indemnities based upon 
the destruction of French and Belgium 
property. 

In our own and allied countries he is 
seeking to build up the idea that war 
must continue, not because Germany 
has failed to comply with the reasona- 


ble demands of her opponents, but be- 
cause she is refusing to yield to their 
demands, which are aimed at “crush- 
ing Germany,” at dismembering the fa- 
therland, and at imposing punitive in- 
demnities. In a word, the Germans are 
appealing to the patriotism of their own 
people and to the pacifism and to the 
cowardice of certain elements in all al- 
lied countries. 

More than this, by carrying on con- 
versations with the president of the 
United States to the exclusion of all 
other nations allied against her, Ger- 
many is seeking to create a breacn 
between America and her allies, between 
Mr. Wilson and Lloyd-George, Clemen- 
ceau and Orlando. She is seeking to 
make Mr. Wilson her advocate before 
the allied council and bring about a 
break between our government and the 
other allied nations. She .is going 
through the motions of surrendering to 
Mr. Wilson, that he may accept her 
surrender, and then seek to bind his 
allies to a covenant made between him 
and Germany. 

Playing on League of Nations.

The Bolsheviki showed the Red Cross 
party every courtesy, and President 
Sverdloff, of the Russian Red Cross, 
and many Bolshevik officials sought to 
obtain the assistance of tne American 
Req Cross to prevent the wholesale 
starvation of non-combatants in Rus- 
sia this winter. 

The Americans looked after the en- 
tente prisoners at Moscow and Petro- 
grad after the departure of the entente 
missions, and relieved the condition of 
many unfortunates in Russian jJjails. 
Major Wardwellandhis assistants are 
especialy anxious to have food supplies 
sent to Russia for prisoners and chil- 
dren who are public wards and are now 
facing stavation. 

United States Vice Consul Leonard, 
who held the post at Astrakhan, and 
Vice Consul Burri were both in jail at 
Moscow when the Red Cross party left, 
but the Norwegian legation had been 
assured that they would soon be re- 
leased. These two officials were first 
imprisoned at Tsaritsin and have been 
prisoners for nearly two months. They 
have undergone great privation. 

Food conditions are rapidly growing 
worse in Petrograd and Mosoow. Al- 
though the Bolshevik press says that 
the retirement of the Czechs from the 
Volga districts will make it possible to 
obtain grain from that region, no sup- 
plies are reaching the two cities as 
yet, probably because the peasant or- 
ganizations will not release grain to 
the soviet government.

An act to propose to the people of Georgia, 
for their ratification oor rejection, an 
amendment to Articie 6, Section 1, Para- 
graph 19, of the Constitution of the 
State of Georgia. 

Section 1. The- following amendment to 
the Constitution of Georgia is hereby pro- 
posed to the people of Georgia for their 
ratification or rejection: To amend Article 
6, Section 1, of the Constitution of the 
State of Georgia by striking from said 
Article and Section Paragraph 19, and in- 
serting in lieu of said paragraph the fol- 
lowing: 

“The Governor shall have the power to 
appoint his own Secretaries, not exceeding 
two in number, and to provide such other 
clerical force as may be required in his 
office; for salaries and clerical force in his 
office shall not exceed the sum of ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000.00), and this sum 
shall not be exceeded either directly or 
indirectly for any services rendered the 
Governor in the way of clerical assist- 
ance, or in any other manner.” 

Sec. 2. Provided, That should this amend- 
ment be adopted, the sum of ten thousand 
dollars. ($10,000.00) is hereby appropriated 
and shall became available on the first 
day of January, 1919, for the payment of 
the salaries and clerical expenses of the 
Governor's office for the year 1919, and 
any other appropriations made to pay any 
clerk hire for services in connection with 
the Governor's office are hereby repealed.

There was nothing tonight to indicate 
that this expectancy was founded 
upon definite information, and ft prob- 
ably growg out of a number of happen- 
ings of a minor character in themselves, 
but possibly important links in the 
chain of events soon to be disclosed. 

Beyond doubt the German retirement 
in Belgium has slowed down. How- 
ever, it is not yet.clear whether this is 
due to the fact that the retreating 
forces are nearing on the whole north- 
ern front the line which frequently has 
been selected by military critics as the 
first pausing place on the way to the 
Meuse or the border, or to the necessi- 
ties of extending allied communication 
lines as the troops advance. It is 
probable, officers said, that there is 
necessity for a breathing spell on both 
sides.

RUSS RED TERROR 
BECOMES MONSTER 


“— 


Lenine and Leaders of Cen- 
tral Government Powerless 
to Control—Accused Per- 
sons Are Given No Chance. 


Stockholm, Monday, October 21.—(By 
A. P.)—The clash of authority be- 
tween the counter revolutionary com- 
mission of Russia and the central and 
local soviet organizations has become 
so serious as to show that it is the 
predominant menace to the dictatorship 
of the proletariat, according to in- 
formation brought here by travelers. 

M. Peters, head of the commisajon 
to suppress counter revolutions, has 
become more powerful than the na- 
tional councils of commissiaries. Even 
Nikolai Lenine, the Bolshevik premier, 
was unable to save men he did not wish 
executed by the Peters commission. 

The red terror, spread fom Moscow 
has become a monster, which Lenine 
and military leaders of the central gov- 
ernment cannot control. 

The counter revolutionary commis- 
sion’s chiefs in the smaller cities are 
equally merciless, giving accused per- 
sons no chance to prove their inno- 
cence. The counter revolutionary com- 
missions try and execute political sus- 
pects without reference to other organ- 
izations. 

_ The national commissary of justice 
is endeavoring to have the counter 
revolutionary commission placed under 
his authority, but they are resisting.

NO MORE QUIBBLING! 

When Germany quits quibbling and gets 
ready to send a communication of not more 
than a sentence or so to the allied gov- 
ernments, then we will have reason to be- 
lieve that it is sincere in its expressed wil- 
lmgness to make terms on conditions pre- 
scribed by the allies.

in a few minutes! 

When the Germans send that kind of a 
message we may know they mean business; 
and that peace is in sight. 

The Hun knows by now precisely how 
and upon what terms he may have peace. 

There is reason to question his 
sincerity and his purpose in professing to 
ask for peace on the terms of the allies

until he goes about it in what he knows 
to be the only effective way. 

And until he does that, Marshal Foch 
and his gallant millions-in-arms may safely 


be entrusted with our best interests! 


UNSIGHTLY .AND DANGEROUS. 


The sight of a garbage wagon being 
loaded during the busy hours of the day on 
ihe downtown streets of the city is dis- 
susting.

‘First Trainload of Cattle En Route 


From Texas to Points in Georgia 


W. R. Tucker, agricultural agent for the 
Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic railroad, 
arrived from Texas Tuesday morning in ad- 
vance of the first trainload of cattle he, in 
co-operation with the State College of Agri- 
culture, the federal food administration, the 
federal railroad administration, the agricul- 
tural departments of the various other rail 
lines serving this section and of the farmers 
of Georgia, is planning to bring from the 
drought-ridden sections of that state to this 
State and section. 

Of this trainload, containing approximate- 
ly 800 head of mixed cattle, sixteen cars,of 
about 530 head, are coming direct to Thom- 
asville, and the remainder, ning cars of about 
279 head, will go on through to points in the 
Carolinas. 

The cattle intended for 
sold at Thomasville Thursday 
and next Saturday Mr. Tucker 
again for Texas, whence he will bring an- 
other train of between 50 and 75 cars, of 
approximately 2,000 head of cattle, to be

Dual Purpose. 

As recounted in a news story in The Con- 
stitution a few weeks ago, this cattle impor- 
tation enterprise had its inception at the con- 
ference between the various railroad agri- 
cultura] agents and federal representatives, 
held recently in Atlanta, for the dual pur- 
pose. of stocking Georgia with cattle to con- 
the feed crops of this state, 
notably velvet beans, this year; to form tHe 
nucieii of future herds, and at the same 
time to save thousands of cattle from abso- 
lute starvation this fall and winter in the 
drought stricken parts of Texas. 

On aecount of the high cost of feed, and, 
without feed, facing tremendowus loss, the 
cattlemen of western Texas had made known 
their willingness to sell thefr herds at “bar- 
gain’’ prices; and at the suggestion of the 
food administration the railroad admistra- 
tion fixed an emergency rate of one-half 
cent 
Texas under these circumstances, 
which offered an alluring inducement and a

Business Problems South Will Face

was presented by F. R. Eldridge, 
chief of the Far Eastern Division of 
bureau of foreign and domestic 
of the department of commerce at 
ington in before the 
Commercial yesterday. 
Mr. Eldridge sent to Atlanta by the 
department of commerce especially to deliver 
address before those in attendance on 
the meeting and his remarks were received 
with close attention and frequent applause. 
He spoke in substance as follows: 
‘Commerce to be successful must be re- 
ciprocal. The south cannot expect to ship

It may, therefore, be 
of value to examine the broad lines of trade 
which may be expected to develop between 
the south and the main trade centers of the 
world in the light of past and future devel- 
opment. In 1915 Japan bought from us 215 
million pounds of raw cotton or 23 per cent 
of her total purchases, in 1916 294. million 
pounds or 27 per and in 1917 227 mil- 
lion pounds or 24 per cent. And this In the 
face of a 250.000 increase in spindles in the 
empire from 2,800,000 in 1915 to 3,050,000 in 
1917. In 1917 we shipped only two million 


cent, 


pounds of cotton to China against six million ; 


the year before. This ts an eloquent exam- 
ple of the effect short tonnage has on the 
south’s trade. Happily, our own needs have 
been such that this falling off of foreign 
demand has not been noticed. 

Using Indian Cotton. 

“In contrast to this Japan is using Indian 
cotton more and more extensively. Last 
vear 70 per cent of the raw cotton consumed 
was Indian cotton, 24 per cent American cot- 
ton and 6 per cent Chinese, Egyptian and 
Korean. What is the cause of this prefer- 
ence? In the last analysis it is the effect 
of the higher freights for the longer haul 
on the price. But with the release of ship- 
ping after the war freights will gradually 
adiust themselves tO normal and claim a 
comparatively insignificant share of the cost 
of our cotton set down in Japan. In 1914 
the average price of cotton in Japan was il 
cents a pound. Comparing this with the 
price here at that time we can judge the 
effect lowered gg rates will have on 

; oO export trade.

New York, October yber 22.—An unfavora- 
ble view of the German note and ré- 
ports of large ginning returns led to a 
sharp break in the cotton market to- 
day.

ACTIVITIES OF BREWERS 
TO BE DEEPLY PROBED 


Washington, October 22.—The sen- 
ate judiciary sub-committee investigat- 
ing brewers’ propaganda and the pur- 


chase of The Washington Times by 
Arthur Brisbane with money furnished 
| by brewers, decided today to extend the 
; Bcope of its inquiry to include all 
charges that have been made relative 
to illegal political and publicity activi- 
ties of brewery interests.

George Creel, chairman of the com- 
mittee on public information, wrote to 
Chairman Overman, of the investigat- 
ing committee today to ask a hearing 
on statements that funds of his bureau 
have been wasted. In this connection 
Senator Owen disclosed that the com- 
mittee has information that Konta, 
whose letter to Dr. Dernberg before the 
United States went to war regarding 
the purchase of a newspaper in the 
interest of German and brewery prop- 
aganda has drawn him into this in- 
quiry, has been employed by the com- 
mittee on public information to do loy- 
alty work among Hungarions in this 
country. 


DARK HOURS FORECAST 
FOR THE GERMAN PEOPLE 


Basel, Switzerland, October 22.— 
(Havas.)—Cardinal Hartmann,  arch- 
bishop of Cologne, has issued a pasto- 
ral letter in which he says dark hours 
have come for Germany, threatened by 
an enemy superior in numbers’ and 
shaken to the foundations of the state 
by internal changes. He calls upon 
his people to offer public prayers. 

Deep discontent is spreading every- 
where among the German people, the 
cardinal writes, and they not only give 
expression to their state of mind by 
what they say, but write dishearten- 
ing letters to the men at the front, 
impairing their courage and power of 
resistance. The cardinal invites. all 
Catholics to rally around the emperor. 

In all Protestant thivehen of Prus- 
Sia public prayers have been ordered 
for the protection of Germany from 
the misfortunes which threaten her. 


$130,000,000 ALLOTTED 
FOR MOTOR EQUIPMENT 


Washington, October 22.—To supply 
the requirements of the recently or- 
ganized motor transport corps, the 
war department today announced that 
contracts have been let for motor 
equipment including trucks, tractors, 
passenger cars and motorcycles, 
amounting to approximately $130,000,- 
000. The order is the largest ever 
issued by the government for such 
equipment. 

The contracts provide for the de- 
livery starting immediately in some 
instances and extending over a pe- 
riod of several months of 1,500 trueks 
40,685 chasses, 3,730 trailers, 15.050 bi. 
cycles, 8,000 delivery cars, 9,000 five- 
passenger cars, 300 winter cars, 569 
limousines, 350 motorcycles and 13,500 
four-wheel drives. 


TELEPHONES SILENT 
BECAUSE OF GRIPPE 


New York, October 22.—The New 
York Telephone company today sus- 
pended service in half of the public 
booths here because of a shortage of 
operators, caused by the influenza epi- 
demic. It was said that 2,000, or about 
25 per cent, of the operators are jl]. 

Additional complaints were received 
today that doctors and druggists are 
overcharging influenza patients, and 
that landlords are withholding heat 
from tenants. An _ ordinance, which 
would compel dandlords to keep the 
temperatures in their houses at 68 de- 
grees, was introduced ata meeting of 
the board of aldermen today. 

While asserting that New York has 
passed the worst stage of the epidemic. 
Health Commissioner Copeland issued-a 
warning against undue optimism and 
the dropping of precautionary meas- 
ures. 


STEEL FOR SHIPYARDS 
TO OTHER INDUSTRIES 


Philadelphia, October 22.—From 10,- 
000 to 16,000 tons of steel allotted to 
shipyards will be released each week 
for other war industries, it was an- 
nounced today by Charles M. 
Schwab, director general of § the 
Emergency Fleet corporation, after a 
conference with representatives of all 
the steel shipyards of the east. The 
50,000 tons a week assigned to. ship- 
building, it was said, proved to be be- 
yond the needs of the plants, operating, 
as they are, with a shortage of labor. 

“My next problem,” said Mr. Schwab, 
“is to get 150,000 more trained ship 
workers. The shortage exists in all 
the yards and especially in the Dela- 
ware River district.”

BY SHORTENING LIN 


With the French Army in France and 
Belgium, October 21.—(By A. P.)—The 
retreat of the Germans to the line of 
the Meuse, if such a retreat can be ac- 
complished successfully, will, without 
taking account of prisoners they may 
still lose in the operation, enable them 
ito economize about one-third of their 
| total force in line, according to the best 
information obtainable as to the 
strength and disposition of the German 
'forces over the entire front. The re- 
treat will shorten the line about seven- 
ty miles, whether it be prolonged from 
the frontier of France to Antwerp by 
way of Brussels, or to the Holland 
front or along the line of the Meuse in 
Belgium. 

The Germans are supposed to have 
about thirty divisions in reserve. With 
the release of troops from the short- 
ened line their reserves would be more 
than doubled, less the losses sustained 
in the meantime. Besides these re- 
serves behind the front, it is supposed 
that the 1920 contingent remains, while 
the mumber of wounded actually re- 
cuperable for immediate service on the 
new line is estimated at about 150,000. 

The forces the enemy would be able 
to call upen for operations after the 
retreat would, on this basis, approach, 
if not exceed, a million men. This 
number is susceptible to important va- 
riations depending upon the eventual 
extension of operations to parts of the 
front now inactive, where the first 
line is held by only a thin covering of 
troops. 


VICTORY WITHIN: REACH, 
ASSERTS KING GEORGE 


London, October 22.—(British Wire- 
less Service.)—King George received a 
large deputation of inter-parliamentary 
delegates at Buckingham palace yes- 
terday. The deputation included thirty 
British representatives, twenty-two 
from France, eight from Italy and one 
from Belgium. 

“More than two years have passed,” 
said the king, “since the first visit of 
(the inter-parliamentary committee of 
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(the French chambers, when you and’ 


we were in the throes of a conflict, the 
issue of which then seemed to magy 
foreign observers uncertain, although 
you and we never doubted that our 
cause, being the cause of right and 
humanity, would prevail. Now the ar- 
mies of France, Italy, Belgium and the 
United States, side by side with ours, 
are driving the enemy before them, his 
forces shattered, his people clamoring 
for peace. ' 
Victory in Reach. 

“Victory is within our reach. And 
we are all agreed that it must be a 
complete victory. I congratulate you, 
senators and deputies of Italy, on the 
prospect which opens before you of re- 
covering the regions guarded by those 
Alpine snows where your valiant sol- 
diers have won such wlory—regions in- 
habited by men of your own race and 
speech, who have long desired to pe 
united to freed Italy. 

‘And JI congratulate you, senators 
and deputies of France, on the ap- 
proaching restoration of provinces torn 
from you forty-seven years ago, which 
have never wavered in their loving 
attachment to France.” 

King George recalled that while be- 
tween Great Britain and Italy there 
had always been peace, it was once 
otherwise as to Great Britain and 
France, who had waged many a war in 
former centuries. 

“But,” he continued, “in those days 
there was always on both sides a spirit 
of chivalry which forbade bitterness 
and when peace came it was made with 
a sense of mutual respect. We in Eng- 
land have always continued to admire 
the brilliant gifts of France, gladly 
owing our intellectual debt to her, as 
we own also our debt fom even ear- 
lier days to the versatile genius of 
Italy. 

Pledges of Future Concord, 

“That respect and gratitude have 
furnished a solid foundation for the 
affection which has now grown up be- 
tween your nation and ours. Conse- 
crated by the memory of the heroes 
who have fallen fighting side by side 
in this war, animated by the same de- 
votion to their countries and justice, 
this affection and this memory are 
pledges of our future concord. Sucn 
concord and co-operation will, we trust, 
become under the blessing of Provi- 
dence a security for peace not only to 
our own peoples, but to all free Eu- 
rope, which is longing to return to the 
paths of tranquillity and progress. 

“And you, sir, representatives of the 
senators and deputies of Belgium, we 
rejoice to see you also upon our soil. 
Your country, wantonly and wickedly 
attacked and devastated, has had terrt- 
ble sufferings to undergo, but the day 
of yvour deliverance is at hand. The 
British people, which has felt for you 
through those sufferings, has admired 
the constancy and loyalty of your peo- 
ple and the devotion of your soldiers, 
and earnestly wishes for you a return 
of that prosperity which you enjoyed, 
and which you gallantly sacrificed at 
the call of duty.” 


ALASKA ABOUT TO ENTER 
ITS LONG HIBERNATION 


Fairbanks, Alaska, October 22.— 
Most of Alaska is about to enter its 
long half-light winter semi-hiberna- 
tion when ice and snow lock almost 
everything in their grip with a winter 
clamp. 

Already last steamboats making con- 
nections for the outside world are 
leaving the northern ‘inland river 
towns. Inashort time Alaska’s big in- 
land summer water highway, the Yu- 
kon river, will be sealed tight with 
seven months’ ice. 

Throughout the country preparations 
for the winter are being made. Sup- 
plies are being laid in, for prohibitive 
freight rates prevail on the stage lines 
which serve the country in the winter. 

Fairbanks, Nome, St. Michael, Ruby, 
Eagle, Anchorage, Tanana, Nenana and 
Fort Yukon ,are the largest points in 
the section of Alaska locked by winter. 
Seward, Cordova, Valdez, Juneau, 
Skagway, Ketchikan, Wrangell and 
other southern points are on open wa- 
ter the year round.
